learne it ſo ſoone as they Were able. Cyrus ſaidit Was as DE as 
Husbandry. Auguſtine and Bernard, both graue Carholigne Die- 
; torsof the Church, doth approoue the ſame. Manic. more , and in- 
finite examples maght be alledged, and all againſt theſe which diſa- 
loweth of this moſt Famous and honotrable exerciſe of Martiall diſe 
cipline, and renowmed orders of the Lawe of Armes , which hath 
alwaies heeretofore beene the purchaſer of Empires : Kingdomes 
hath beene enlarged + Princes preſerued : inſtice maintained: good 
Lawes protetted: and the. Common-wealth defended. So in laying 
aſide the exerciſe of warkke Weapons and e Martial diſcipline, how 
many Kingdoms hath beene ouerthroyyne , how many Countries ru- 
inated, & how many floriſhing Cities ſacked and beaten downe flat 
to the ground. .- 

But as your Highneſſe, hauing moſt ſufficiently furniſhed enerie 
part of your Realme, With all manner of Warlke prouifion , in ſuch 
fort, as neuer any of your Prediceſſors hath heeretofore come neere;

7.7. Anſccuritie of peace.: but freendly Readers; you 
* are to vader{tand, that this bleſſed-peace cannot be maintea 
ned and kept ſecure, without the vie and praQiſe of warlike 
weapens, andMartiall diſc 9 . For we are to conſider, the 
ambition of the world 'is ſuch, that it.is vnpolſible for a Realme 
or Dominion, long to continue in quietnes & ſafegard, where 
the defence of the frorde and-Meiarall feates of warre is not 
exerciſed and praiſed withxdiſcipline. For as the Greekes 
thinking chemſchues tobe in peace and ſecure, applyed them- 
ſelues in eryfling matters, taking pleafure in Comxdies , and 
ſuch like toyes, altogether laying aſide Martiall diſcipline and 
the exerciſe of warlike weapons: which gaue occaſion to Phil- 
bp King of Macedonia, father to Alexandey the great, to op- 
prefle and to bring.them in ſernitude vnder his ſubieRion. I 
could alledge many more which hath beene ſuppreſſed, onelie 
for lacke of the vie of warlike weapons,and thinking theſclues 
_ tobe inmoſt fecuritie and peace, as the eAſirians , Perſians, 
Athenians,& ſuch like. And the Cittie of Rowe,which might 
haue beene perpetuall,. but thought themſelues in peace, and 
fell to inordinate ryot and paſtimes, not doubting nor fearing 
any thing which was hurtfull ynto them or their Common- 
weale : which thing was to theyr great ruine and ouerthrowe., 


Fuen ſo where oucrmuch libercic1s giuen, men may be troden 


down vnder foote,and brought to molt horrible nuſeric & ca- 
lamutic ;

Jamity: if they giue thefelues onlyto paſtimes &pleafurey;and 
fotſake tlit vic and exererſe of warlike weaponsavhicharethe 
defence both of Prince, Country, Religion, wſtice,lawes, and 
ſubie&s ; the which.are altogether maintained, and proteed 
by Armes,onely. And therefore the molt famous Conquerers 
and mightje Captaines did deuiſe , with molt diligence , all 
anancr of waies, to bring their men to be perfect m the knows 
ledge ofall manner of things appertayning to the warres. :As 
manifeſtly appeareth, by the warlike Games which the Prin- 
ces of Grecia ordained vpon the Mount Olwmprs. And alſo by 
che orders.and'exerciſe that the auncient Romans vied in ſun- 
dry places, and ſpeciaily in Campo Martio, and in theyr lump- 
tuous; Fheaters, which chiefely they builded for thar purpoſe 
whereby they made their Souldiours of ſuch experience, that 
they obtained with ſmall company in fight , againſt a great 
multitude of enemies, ſuch wonderfull and meruailous viRto- 
ries, as in many credible Hiſtories are mencioned. And alſo by 
the ſame meanes, their ſtragling people whicdy followed the 
Campes, gotte ſuch vnderſtancing in thoſe ations of Arines, 
that'they in the day of battaile;bceing lett deſtitute of ſfuccour, 
were able without any other helpe, to ſette thermſelues in good 
order of battaile , for theyr owne defence againſt the enemie, 
and in ſuch times of ſeruice, they haue doone theyr Countrey 
great ſeruice. Sothat the antiquitic eſtcemed nothing; more 
happy,then to haue the Country full of men of-vnderſtanding 
and knowledge, in warlike ations, and Martiall difcipline. 
Which thing 1s leaſt regarded in this Realme, & moſt neede of 
it: for that we haue ſo-many euill Ecpeſtiferous enemies roud 
bouts: which are ready. continually,if oportunityſerae the, 
'to woarkeour ruine anddecay. Wherfore ſtirro vp yoltTehies 
'cucry.man with courage; and boldnes of minde;colctheekturile 
.of your warhike weapons, which'is honourable,and'moſtwar- 
-thy to be preferred before allexerciſes, For the vſe heeredf be- 
-ing laid aſide, breedeth niore ſedicions and warres,thenif they 
-weredailyhbadin vic; & ſo perfetly praiſed : for experience 
in ſeruice; doth muck more preuaile, then many nniletiides* of

people, becing without vnderſtanding and knewledge in this 
ar, honourable ſeruice. Wherefore, {ith the neceſlity of this 
ſcruice of warre, and Martiall exerciſe is ſo great, and alſo the 
neceſſary vſc of them ſo manifeſt , that euen peace herſelfe, in 
manner,doth challenge her cheefe defence & protetion, ſuch 
is the worthines of Martiall exercifes: for as by proofe wee 
ſce, that the glory thereof cannot calily finde roote, but in the 
hares of ſuch moſt worthy men, which continually exerciſeth 
themſelues in theſe warlike weapons , for the glory of their 
Prince & Country , and alſo for their own honour and magna- 
nimitie, Wherfore theſe exerciſes being of ſuch regs. 
bringeth all thoſe chat exerciſe the ſame co ſuch honour and 
fame, both of Prince and Countrey, that I would in hart, that 
all Engliſh men, might ſhewe their good will in the exerciſe 
thereof. But hauing ſo fewe men of experience in theſe dayes, 
we ſee that euery one hauing ſcrued but ayeere or two, itis a 
reat matter, Nay, if he but croſſe the Seas, and make hys a- 
We but one month, he is accounteda Souldiour. Butfor my 
art, I haue ſerued theſe ſ1xteene yeercs in Ireland, and in the 
To Countries,and haue ſcene many peeces of ſeruice in both 
places, and yet I dare not account wy ſelfe a Souldiour . For 
the name ofa Souldiour is moſt honourable, and thoſe that 
beare the name or title thereof, ſhoulde be men of vnderſtan- 
ding and knowledge, and well experienced in warre, & Mar- 
tial diſcipline. | 
Doe we not find in many places of the holy Scripture,both 
in the bookes of Moſes, in the booke Numbers , in the booke 
of Ioſua,and in diuers other places of the Scripture,where they 
vſed no little regard , not onely in —_ of theyr Captaines 
and leagers , but as well in preſcribing of Lawes and. Marciall 
diſcipline of warres, the which in times paſt were :appointed 
by the Almighty God himſelfe : morcouct promiſed gyfes to 
thoſe which could per{wade the children of Iſraell. As by ex- 
ample,in the booke of Numbers, as I remember, in the foure- 
tcene chapter, howe God promiſed with his owne mouth to 
rewarde Ca{cb , for his conſtancic, & couragious perſwaſion

ing SauP But in Englande, we neuer confider,neyther of hys 
aftions,nor of his knowledbe arid experience: bit moſt com- 
. monly, our-Cafifainevare choſtn', mide fot Favour then for 
knowledge : more for freend{hip; then for experience : forif 
they hauc a good opinion in him, they neuer conſider his de- 
ſere, whether he be a man able to'diſcharge hisplace or no. Bue 
I haue no donbt,thatetery rnanſhalbehercafter better looked 
vio, both for theyr knowledge, as allo for their 'experierice 
& teſere. And Uarrs ſayth; there be three things not robe fuf- 
fered, a wife man vnder'the'$onermautice of i foole* 4Jiberall 
man in ſubie&tion to acaytife: and a foole ſeite in authoritie. 
Wherfore it is moſt commonly ſcene, where good order & go- 
uernaunce faileth, obedience decayeth,boldnes increaſeth, de- 
ceit eſcapeth, iniurics preuaileth, auarice corrupteth, and the 
eſtate of a Weale -pyblique foone after decaycth . But leaſt 1 
ſhould offend, 1 oil conclude'with a fewe other examples, as 
in Spayne, in Fraunce, inthe Low Countries, and many other 
places, what great intentions are among theyr Princes & Go- 
uernours, the which is a great perrill, and an endangering to 
their Princes and cheir Common wealth & Countrey,inan euil 
and dangerous eſtate. Wherefore let vs be thankfull to God, 
for giuing vs ſo louing and gracious a Princeſle, who foreſeeth 
lack euill intentions, leaſt they ſhould breede to ſuch incon- 
uenient ſores which may notbe cured, For her Maieſtic conlt- 
dercth, that the ſtrength of her Realme, is the freendthip and 
louc of her people. And Marcus eAu#lins ſayth , that Prin- 
ces liue more ſafely, in gathering to them men of good vnder- 
ſtanding and knowledge, then with theyr treaſures of money: 
for the loue of a Princes Subie&s to theyr Prince, is the whole 
firength ofthe Lande. And as Hermes fayth, vnhappy is that 
Prince, that eſtcemeth himſelfe happy, to haue his Cofers full 
of treaſure, and his counſaile full by men of cuill and corrupt
